Several weeks ago the Times-News called 
attention to a deplorable condition that is 
developing along Bnake river canyon— Uie 
promiscuous dumping of trash by thoughtless 
Individuals who apparently have no regard 
for scenic grandeur or Its potentialities.

Becniisc tills is one of the locations selected 
for tourist lookouts' on 'the proposed scenic 
highway along Snake river from Shcshonc 
falls to Hagerman valley, it only means, that 
much additional work will be required to 
clear the area of tin cans, broken bottles and 
what not.. 

While there Is no evidence of continued 
dumping In that vicinity since the Times- 
News called It to the public's attention, it now 
develops that the rubbish-haulers have mere- 
ly changed the scene of their activity. ' 

A short distance north of the rlm-to-rim 
bridge on the right hand- side of the road, 
litter of all kinds Is being discarded by the 
truck load, with the result that one of south 
central Idaho's roost attractive highways is 
fast becoming an eyesore.
